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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-15 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. The prior art of record 
(US Patent # 6,798,786) relates to a method and system of managing calls over a data 
network includes determining an available bandwidth of the data network. After a call 
request is received for establishing a call between at least two network terminals, one or 
more a plurality of resource elements are selected in response to the call request based 
on the bandwidth of the data network. The call request is processed based on the one 
or more usage threshold values. The processing includes at least one of determining 
whether to admit the call request and selecting resource elements to be used during a 
call between terminals over the link. The prior art of record (US Patent # 6,907,004) 
relates to a call manager receives a call setup request for a voice over Internet Protocol 
(VoP) call from a phone having an associated call originator. The call manager then 
determines whether sufficient bandwidth exists for the VoP call over a link using a 
bandwidth table. 
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As to claims 1-4 and 22-23, the prior art of record does not teach (ii) an input for 
accessing information about all first midleboxes associated with the originating node 
and all second midleboxes associated with the destination node, together with 
information about the amount of available bandwidth on the link associated with each of 
those midleboxes; (iii) a processor for determining whether to accept the call admission 
request on the basis of the accessed information about available bandwidth; (iii) an 
output arranged to output the results of the determination as to whether to accept the 
call admission request. 

As to claims 5-21 , the prior art of record does not teach (ii) accessing information 
about all first middleboxes associated with the originating packet media endpoint and all 
second midldleboxes associated with the destination packet media endpoint, together 
with information about the amount of available bandwidth on the link associated with 
each of those middleboxes; (iii) determining whether to accept the call admission 
request on the basis of the accessed information about available bandwidth; and (iv) 
outputting the results of the determination as to whether to accept the call admission 
request. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
